Allowed For Breaking Up of Combi­ 


nation Guilty of Conspiracy and Mo­ 


nopoly in Restraint of Trade. 


Washington, May 16.—The Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey m ust dis­ 
solve. This was the decision ot the 
suprem e court ut the United States. 
In a decision delivered 
by Chief 
Justice W hite the government won Bs 
long and hard (ought dissolution < a.*e 
brought uuder the Sherm an anti trust 
law in that the Standard Oil company 
was guilty oi conspiracy and monopoly 
in restraint ot trade. The decree of 
the lower court was affirmed, but wa * 
modified in particulars, which Chief 
Justice W hite said were very slight 
indeed 
Associate Justice H arlan announced 
u dissenting opinion. 
Chiel Justice White began the de­ 
livery ol the opinion, but before tile 
findings of the court were reached lie 
read a great part of a 25,GOU word re 
view of the litigation aud the evi­ 
dence. T his kept the crowd -of etui 
bent lawyers aud governm ent officials 
in the court room in suspense. 
The decree of the lower court was 
modified so that there need not be “an 
absolute cessation of interstate com 
merce in petroleum and its products 
by such vast agencies as are em braced 
in the combination, a result which 
might arise from th a t portion of the 
decree which enjoined carrying on of 
interstate com m erce not only by the 
New Jersey corporation, but by ail of 
the subsidiary com panies until the dis­ 
solution of the 
com bination by the 
tram per of the stocks in accordance 
with the dec ree.” 
The co art also extended the time 
from one to six m onths in which the 
dissoslution m ust take place. 
Probably the most im portant propo- 
xltion of law laid down in the opinion 
was th at the words in the statute 
every restraint of trad e” are not to 
he literally construed, but are to Ice 
construed in the light of reason. 
tm this paint the court held tbs* 
the position of the governm ent that 
the suprem e court had decided that 
any quanti*-anon of this phrase was 
precluded by previous decisions of the 
suprem e court was erroneous. 
Of the first two modifications the 
language of the chief 
ju s tic e s con­ 
clusion was: 
“ We construe the sixth paragraph 
of the dec rec not as depriving the 
stockholders or 
corporation 
of 
the 
right to live under the law of the 
land, but as compelling obedience to 
the law. As therefore the sixth pa-a 
graph as thus construed is not am en ­ 
able to the criticism s suggested that 
wa* obviously right. 
"W e think that in view of the m ag­ 
nitude of the interests involved and 
their 
complexity that 
the delay of 
thirty days allowed for executing the 
decree was too short, and should lie 
extended so as to embrace a period of 
at least six months. 
“Ho also, In view of the possible 
serious injury to result to the public 
from absolute cessation of interstate 
com m erce in petroleum and its p ro 
ducts by such vast agencies as are 
em braced In the combination, a re 
suit which might arise from that por­ 
tion of the decree which enjoined the 
carrying on of interstate com m erce 
not only by the New Jersey corpora 
lion, but ail the subsidiary com panies, 
until dissolution of the com bination by 
the tran sfer of the stocks in accord­ 
ance with the dec ree should not have 
lieen aw arded.”

District of Columbia Judges Are Re­ 


versed and Entire Proceedings Sent 


Back to be Dismissed. 


Washington, May 16.—Samuel Com- 
pers, president; -John Mitchell, vice 
president, and Frank Morrison, sec­ 
retary, of the- American Federation of 
Labor, will not go to jail. 
Tills was the decision of the su­ 
preme court of tile United States iii 
the labor contem pt cases in which the 
three labor leaders were sentenced to 
prison. 
The case grew out of the boycott of 
the Bucks Stove and Range companv, 
of St. lamia, and 
the- 
proceedings 
brought by that company against the 
three labor leaders for speeches and 
articles 
published iii the American 
F e d e r a t i o n s . 
Setting aside the sentences of im 
prisonm ent imposed by the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, the 
suprem e court of the United States 
held that dom pers, Mitchell and Mor­ 
rison had been erroneously sentenced. 
By the finding of the lower court 
(rompers had been sentenced to one 
year in jail, Mitchell to nine months 
and Morrison to six months 
Justice Bemar delivered the court's 
decision 


Not a Criminal Case. 


Tile court unanimously held that tho 
onlv sentences that could be imposed 
ujx>n the labor leaders were flue* 
In 
so holding the court found that the 
court of appeals of the District of Co­ 
lumbia and the supt erne court of the 
District of Columbia erred In treating 
Hie contempt proceedings as a crlrni- 
nal cai-e and not a civil one. The ef­ 
fect of holding the proceedings a civil 
one was to m ake jail sentences im 
possible. Hence the jail sentences had 
to lie set aside. 
To correct the et rot the 
ase w as 
sent hatk to the local courts with di­ 
rection that it be dismissed 
At the 
same time the court expressly made it 
possible for civil proceedings to i»e 
Instituted against the labor men by 
•he Bucks Htovt and Bange nom piny, 


at whose Instance the original cen 
tempt case was brought. 
Inasmuch as all tile differences be­ 
tween the labor men and the Buc ks 
Stove and Range company have been 
adjudic ated, 
li.cludlng 
the “ boycott’' 
case out of which the contempt pro­ 
ceedings arose, new civil proceedings 
are considered highly Improbable, and 
tile decision is probably the last that 
will be heard of this famous action. 
The court was led to hold that Hie 
contempt 
proceedings 
in 
this 
case 
m ust be civil in nature, because crimi­ 
nal punishment is exercised by court 
to force persons to do arts com m and­ 
ed In the present case the court took 
tile view that the labor men were lie 
ilia sent to jail, not to make them do 
something the court ordered, bu* be 
cause of "something they had done.'' 


Wanted Principle Settled. 


Samuel Gotnpers returned from New 
York, and said he was gratified that 
the suprem e court had reversed tho 
decision of the lower tribunal, but he 
added: 
“I am disappointed that the court 
did not decide the principle in con 
ten Hon in Hie proceeding. 
I believe 
it to me the consensus of opinion 
everywhere that the sentences of six. 
nine and twelve months imposed on 
Morrison, Mitchell and myseli were 
unjustified, unusual and cruel, pat tim 
larly In an alleged constructive con 
tempt and that the Judge’* language 
was intem perate and unjudicial.” 
Mr 
Go rn pers said that the Bucks 
Stove and 
Range companv and the 
Federation now were on good term s 
and he did not believe the company 
would take advantage of the opening 
for civil action made for them by the 
suprem e c curt
